At the 
moment when its increafe began, the 
pries, who were deftine:! to this -fer į 
vice, brought from the temples of Sera. | 
pis, the Nilometer, and carried it in} 
pomp through the towns. this Bi-j 
‘lometer was a tatué of wood, which- 
afrer the decreafe of the waters, was: 
depofited again in the fan&tuary whence 
it had been taken.
